Never plant during a frosty spell, 
or when. the soil is very wet, If there is 
a cold wind when planting, the roots should 
be very carefully covered and not allowed to 
get dry. This should be done when plantin 
at, any time, in fact, but a cold wind wil 
chijl the roots. very quickly, i 
~ “The beds should be deeply dug, and if there 
is a heavy sub-soil near the surface it should 
be wheeled away and a liberal amount oí 
manure, chopped sods and leaf mould should 
be dug in. If the soil is poor and light 
manure will help to-enrich it, but great care 
must be taken that is is not allowed too near 
the roots:of newly-planted rose bushes. The 
| roots of these should be planted into the 
chopped grass sods,

A BORDER COMEDY. 


From Ovn Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
DUNDALK, Sunday. 

A comedy of the Jrish Porder was enacted 
here last night. Between seven and eight 
o'clock Sergeant Garrett.and Guard Kaveney, 
of Bridge street Station, were on duty at 
Do wdallshill, which is the main road between 
Dublin and Belfast.

CONTENTS OF TRAP. 

The Guards then went to lift the fallen 
pony. While they were doing so the contents 
‘of the overturned trap became apparent. In 
the trap were 135 women’s hats, 42 pairs of 
‘women’s silk stockings, 35 pairs men’s socks, 
as well as boys’ coats, children’s dresses and 
sets of underwear. These were value for 
more than fifty pounds, and on them a 
cansiderable.smount would have to be paid 
if ‘they were imported from Northern Ireland 
into the Free State. Seeing that the woman 
had come from Northern Ireland their sus-

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BENNY AND GLADYS. 


From OUR 700L0GICAL CORRESPONDENT, 


A largely attended mee of the 
Council of the Royal Dublin logical 
Society was held last Saturday, at which 
one of the principal subjects brought up 
for consideration was the form in whic 
the Society ought to commemorate the 
hundredth anniversary of the opening of 
its Gardens—an event that took place on 
the 1st of September, 1831. The decision 
arrived at was that an earlier date in the 
summer of the coming year ought to be 


-selected, and that an >a apna form of | 


celebration would be to devote the Gardens 
for one whole day to a great garden party 
entertainment, to which all members of the 
Society should have the opportunity of con- 
tributing as hosts. - It is probable that a 
date in June will be fixed for the holding 
of this centenary celebration, at which it 
need not be doubted that—granted toler- 
able weather—the many attractions of the 
“ Zoo ” will come under the notice of the 
public on a scale that must do much to ex- 
tend the celebrity of this delightful recrea- 
tion ground. 

The Gardens will. indeed, be fortunate 
if the weather on the day of the coming 
celebration bears any resemblance to that 
which graced the November morning when 
the Council decided on holding it. The 
brilhant sunshine, in the early hours of 
Jast Saturday, produced a stimulating 
effect on the spirits of man and beast, and 
the spectacle of a number oí: those 
favourite birds, the bar-headed geese, fly- 
ing in evident delight over the Gardens, 
actually gave rise to some uneasiness lest 
the migratory instinct on which these birds 
act so regularly in their far-off Asiatic 
habitat might re-assert itself in their Irish 
home, where they have now lived and bred 
contentedly since the presentation of the 
parent pair by Dr. T. G. Hill in 1922. 
Happily, these handsome geese show not 
the smallest wish to exert their gift of 
fight further than to exercise themselves 
over the precincts of the Gardens, where. 
as a general rule, they are to be observed 
quietiv grazing in the company of a 
number of the somewhat larger Canada 
gecse 


ANIMAL SPIRITS, 


Although the bright weather of Satur- 
day morning was (for the week) quite 
exceptional, and the week’s record for 
visitors was undoubtedly poor—only 1,228, 
as compared with 1,542 in the week end. 
ing November 7th, 1929—the account given 
of the general health and condition of the 


animals was distinctly better than had. 


been the case on the two preceding Satur- 
days. A most marked improvement had 
taken place in the two little chimpanzees— 
called by thy popular names of Benny 
and Gladys—who now show scarcely any 
signs of the very severe colds to which 
one, at least, of them had been thought 
in serious danger of succumbing just a 
fortnight previously. ‘These little animals 
are now among the most charming, both 
in appearance and manners, of the ine 
habitants of the Gardens. It was fortu- 
uate. indeed, that their state of health 
could be eo satisfactorily reported on at 
‘last Saturday’s Council, since among the 
xuests who were at breakfast that morning 
was Dr. A. B. Monks, whose recent 
splendid donation of a number of West 
African animals derives probably the 
yreatest part of its lustre from the 
presence of these two tiny ‘‘ chimps.’’ 
After breakfast Benny and Gladys were, 
of course, visited by a large number of 
admiring friends, including Dr. Monks, 
who was warmly welcomed at sight by his 
two little half-year-old  protégés, ~ and 
examined both of them with close care. 
Visits were also paid to the other members 
of the same travelling party, who were 
all found prosperous. 


THE CROWNED CRANES. 

Particular interest was taken jn 
the two crowned eranes, who occupy 
a residence next door to the large 
bison enclosure, and are, therefore, among 
the first inmates of the Gardens to catch 
a visitor’s eye after passing the entrance 
vate. ‘These very handsome birds have 
improved in their appearance during the 
four weeks that have elapsed since their 
arrival, as the bright red cheek patches that 
form so conspicuous a part of their orna- 
mental headgear, are apt to fade away 
to an almost white colour during a sea 
“oyage, but are now once more of the 
right degree of brilliance to give a 
crowned crane his proper martial outfit. 
They have been the subject, since their 
arrival, of some interesting notes on 
their habits, and it has been found that, 
though naturally ground-haunting birds. 
they make a practice of going to roost 
at night on some boards that cross the 
upper part of their enclosure, as though 
for safety against possible nocturnal 
marauders in the shape of hyenas or 
jackals. All kinds of cranes appear to 
be highly esteemed as food by any beast 
of prey that*can seize and kill them; and 
our own “ common crane’’—‘‘ common ”’ 
as it. perhaps, once was, but now only 


known through the misuse of its name, so | 


commonly given to the heron—has been 
described as generally selecting for its 
roosting place some slightly elevated 
knoll, where no ambush is possible, and 
whence the birds can keep a good look- 
out on all sides. 

We have here an instance how observa- 
tions on creatures in wild life and in 
captivity may tend to supplement one 
another, and make Nature’s ways more 
, self-interpreting than we had been used 
to think them. The moral is all the 
more deserving of notice as it 38 ex- 
pected that the educational value of in- 
stitutions like the ‘“*‘ Zoo’”’ will be one of. 
the points touched on by Canon Raven in 
his address on “ Bird Life” at the 
Society’s opening meeting on January 
27th.

In Ireland the motor-cycling telegraph 
messenger is now such “& common sig.at 
that few people take the trouble to notice 
him, but his presence is one of the first 
things that strike a visitor to our shores 
as an improvement. 


A Soldier Preacher. 


The Rev. Richard Bird, who preached 
the Remembrance Day sermon at St. 
Patrick's Cathedral yesterday, is one of 
the first members of the 16th Irish 
\ivision,: and as Senior Chaplain of his 


own. denomination 
served with that 
gallant unit until, in 
the “ 2lst of March 
Show, 1918,’’ he was 
taken prisoner. He 
took part in all the 
engagements in which 
the Division made 
history—at Loos, the 
Somme (1916), 
Messines, Ypres and 
Cambrai, and in the 
great German offen- 
sive in the early 
months of the last 
year of the War. 
In 1917 he was 
appointed a Com - 
panion of the Distinguished Service Order, 
and afterwards won the M.C. for gallantry 
under shell fire. During his term of 1m- 
prisonment in Germany he was in charge 
of sick prisoners, and after the Armistice 
he was appointed to the South African 
Brigade. Mr. Bird has been Rector of St. 
Kevin's Parish, Dublin, since 1919. 


Duncannon Fort in 94. 


My recent reference to King James and 
Duncannon has prompted a correspondent 
to tell me that the little fort on the rock 
over Duneannon village, in Waterford 
Harbour, was first built about 1588, and 
has memories of the three Irish wars, It 
surrendered to Ireton’s Rouwndheads in 
1650, and James II. sailed thence at one 
midsummer dawn of 1690, when it was 
again besieged. In 1798 (seven years 
after the antiquary, Captain Grose, 
visited it) Duncannon Fort was garrisoned 
by the 13th Somersetshire Regiment from 
the West Indies, with Irish Militia 
detachments. From the fort on May 29th 
that year marched four officers and sixty- 
six soldiers of the Royal Meath Regiment, 
who, while advancing under the Three 
Rocks or Forth Mountain at midnight, 
were attacked by Wexfordmen, who killed 
all save one officer atid sixteen men. After 
a night march from Duneannon Coleone] 
Maxwell and 200 soldiers of the Donegal 
Regiment, with a six-pounder, entered 
Wexford on May 29th, and on the next 
day, after a skirmish on Forth Mountain, 
were the last to retreat, with loss, to Dun- 
cannon. With them went 300 of the North 
Cork Regiment, and as many of the 
Wexford Yeomanry, most of whom arrived 
in confusion at Duncannon Fort on the 
next morning. In 1849 Duncannon fired 
a salute when Queen Victoria sailed past, 
and eight years later the last garrison 
left that fort. Waterford Museum, my 
correspondent adds, boasts an old sword- 
bayonet that’was found in the fort.

Birds on the Wing. 


The approach of winter and the first 
hints of hard weather seem to sow unrest 
among our water-fowl. Flights of duck and 
geese are daily coming inland in search 
of the more sheltered feeding-grounds of 
lake and fen. i 

The uncanny instinct that unerringly 
directs them on their way has undoubtedly 
prompted pagan peoples to regard their 
flight as an augury of fate. Apart from 
any supernatural significance, however, 
the autumn vagaries of birds are always 
interesting. This very week I was sur- 
prised to see two full-grown swans in pos- 
session of the grass plot in a cottager’s 
garden on the outskirts of Bray. The 
birds had been there for fully a week, and 
I was told that they had made the trip 
across country from a lake, which must 
have been at least a mile distant. When 
I saw them they were foraging un- 
concernedly at the foot of a hedgerow, and 
were seemingly quite content with their 
incongruous su:oundings. Even they 
| seemed to have felis the urge to seck new 
quarters for the winter. 


ACicroscopic Content. 


The more I look at the average modern 
novel the less I like it. It is not that 
there is anything radically wrong with the 
quality of the contents—although there is 
generally ample room for improvement— 
as that I am annoyed by the invariable 
skimpiness. The modern novel, it seems, 
must be no more or no less than some 
270 pages long—in large print at that. 
Thus it comes about that a quick reader, 
such as I, must pay seven and sixpence 
for a few hours’ reading. Small wonder 
then that 1 hail a reprint of a decent work 
of fiction with extravagant delight—par- 
ticularly an omnibus volume. When I 
have made my way through 500 pages of 
such a tome I find myself greatly satis- 
fied with the thought that another seven 
hundred or so remain to be read; more- 
over. a book deemed worthy of reprinting 
is almost certain to be better than the 
average new book. Of course, there &re 
honourable exceptions to the rule of 
microscopy, and I make them all due 
acknowledgments, but they are very few. 


Rout of the Republicans. 


The big turn-over of voters in the United 
States in favour of the Democratic candi- 
dates is certain to revive the traditional 
belief, which has been held for the last 
sixty years, that when a mid-term election 
goes against the occupant of the White 
House he may take it as certain that his 
period of residence there will not go beyond 
four years. The result of the mid-term 
elections of Senators and members of the 
House of Representatives for fifty years has 
generally indicated how the presidential 
election would eventuate two vears later. 
Thus, in 1882, when the Republicans lost 
the majority, Grover Cleveland. the Demo- 
crat, was elected in 1887; in 1890 the Re- 
publicans ‘were again defeated, and Cleve- 
land got his second term of office. In 1804 
the Democrats found themselves in a 
minority ; and at the presidential election 
in 1896 William McKinley, the Re- 
aoe et won. Roosevelt, who succeeded, 
-held power until his Administration lost 
the upper-hand in Congress, and in 1908, 
when President Taft was at the head of the

ST. KEVIN’S PARISH. 
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DEDICATION OF MEMORIAL. 

In St. Kevin’s Parish Church, Dublin, last 
evening, the Rev. T. C. Hammond dedicated 
and unveiled a war memorial to those men 
of the parish who served in the Great War. 
The memorial, a handsome brass mural tablet, 
has been placed in the porch of the church, 
and has engraved upon it eighty-nine names, 
thirteen of them heing of men who were 
killed. Ex-Service men met in the parochial 
hall before the Service, and went from there 
to the church, which was unable to accommo- 
date all who sought admission. 

The Rev, T. C. Hammond, in the course of 
his sermon, said that the eighty-nihe names 
inscribed on the roll of honour in that church 
did not represent fully those who had 
ventured their lives for the cause of their 
country from that place. A parish of that 
character found it difficult to get permanent 
records. There were those who had beon 
nurtured in their midst there, and who had 
rallied to the cause of their country from 
Australia, from Canada, and from many other 
parts, but, so far as careful inquiry could 
carry them, they had placed on the memorial 
the names of those ving of honour on 
that roll.

TO VISIT CORK.

CORK, Sunday. 

Cork feels that it has done something 
really worth while by having had a world 
speed “record” set up here. Other 
countries interested in the motor cycle 
industry, and wita which competition for 
mastery in the world of speed is virtually 
an every-day feature, have watched the 
result of the attempt at Cork, which 
once again, after a brief interval, has 
brought victory to England. As Lieutenant- 
Colonel Crerar, of the J.A.P. Motor 
‘Company, pointed out at a function given 
in honour of J, S. Wright, the victor on 
this occasion, the British motor cycle 
industry would have been dealt a heavy 
blow if it had happened that & German 
machine should be shown at the show in 
London as the fastest macnine in the 
world. For the happy result which 
attended the attempt Colonel Crerar gives 
most of the credit to the Cork Motor Cycle 
Club in making known the splendid 
stretch of concreted road which lies out- 
side Cork. So far as the J.A.P. Company 
is concerned, the road is now the one on 
which, if Mr. Wright’s speed is beaten, 
another attempt on the part of England 
will be made, Mr. Wright has pronounced 
it the best road in Europe for the kilo- 
metre distance, and this is borne out by 
the fact that he beat the German 
“record ”” by no less than ‘thirteen miles 
an hour. i 

I understand that Herr Henne, the 
German rider, who is visiting the Motor 
Cycle Show at Olympia, will come over 
to Cork to inspect the road, and, if he is 
satisfied with it, he will probably make 
an attempt to wrest the title from England 
some time in the spring. The Cork Motor 
Club is filled with gratitude towards the 
Minister for Local Government for the 
assistance that he gave in procuring the 
use of the road, in spite of opposition, 
and the members look forward to having 
his help in the future if such a situation 
should again arise. It is only right to 
mention the good work of the officials of 
the Cork Motor Club, and particularly 
of the President, Mr. Ronald Russell, 
who has been the moving spirit in bring- 
ing about this triumph.

A FILM OF THE WEEK | 


“ MURDER” AT THE SAVOY 
CINEMA. 


———— 


After an admittedly lean period it is 
gratifying to get from the British Inter- 
national Film producers a talking production 
which can be said to uphold the high 
standard set by “Blackmail.” In the 

icture which is being shown at the Savoy 

inema this week under the title “ Murder ”’ 

there are all the ingredients necessary for 
the compilation of what may be styled the 
‘thriller,’ and in this case they have been 
handled with a skill both in photographic 
technique and in dramatic sense that makes 
for success. Even to a public which is to 
a great extent rather ó/as where crime 
drama is concerned there is such clever 
handling of the story that the speculative 
sense is aroused, and there is engendered a 
lively desire to solve the knotty problem 
surrounding the murder in an out-of-the-way 
English town of a woman member of a travel- 
ling company of actors. 

The whole story is a strong commentary 
on the weight of circumstantial evidence. 
Beside the body of the mrudered woman is 
found another member of the company, Diana 
Baring, dazed and stupid as with drink, be- 
side her a poker, and on her clothes splashes 
of blood. She is known to have been on 
unfriendly terms with the murdered woman, 
and in the absence of other evidence, the 
case is built up around the young actress, and 
by, sheer weight of circumstantial evidence 
she is found guilty and sentenced to death. 
Then comes the startling development of the 
story when a famous actor who Las been 
empanelled and has served on the jury feels 
dissatisfied with the verdict which he in 
common with eleven other citizens has passed. 
A flitting thought directs his activities along 
certain channels, and after the most interest- 
ing experiences his activities lead him to the 
solution of the crime. In this case apparently 
insignificant details really provided the clues. 

The film is brimful of interest throughout, 
and some of the situations are presented with 
wonderful skill. There is, for instance, the 
entertaining discussion on the psychology of 
criminals which takes place in the jury room 
when the twelve good men and true retire to 
consider their verdict..- As those who have 
had to do with juries will see, it is most 
realistically handled. In this scene, and, in- 
deed, throughout, the acting is fresh, with 
that “a ease a makes for good act- 
‘ing. dialogue is clever and to the point, 
ná the fact that all the players are British 
adds to the enjoyment. Some of the speaking 
voices are delightful to hear, especially that 
of Herbert Marshall in the part of Sir John, 
the actor. 

_ Generally the setting is good and the light- 
ing effects—often a weak spot with English 
productions—excellent. 

It is a picture worth seeing.

Could not those who had lost loved 
ones find some comfort in the thought that 
Jesus Christ, Who came from God’s right 
hand, told them that even the little 
sparrow that fell to the ground in death 
was known to God? There was nothing too 
small for God to take into His purview, 
and it was because God was not brought 
into the small things of life as well as into 
the big things that confusion was theirs 
to-day. 

' THE NECESSARY SPIRIT. 

The whole of mens’ lives had to be lived in 
the definite presence of God. There was no 
line of demarcation between the secular and 
the religious life. His dwelling-place was not 
in temples made with hands, but in the 
hearts of those who had yielded their lives to 
Him. If they could only bring into life to- 
day the same spirit that was manifested in 
the war, they would do wonders for God, 
wonders for their fellow-men, and no er 
would sadness be so deep and intense as it is.

POST-WAR LITERATURE. 

Canon Crozier preached at Evening Service 
from the text: “ I thank my God upon every 
remembrance of you ” (Philippians i., 3). This 
day, he said, was Remembrance Sunday, and 
it was well that they, elder people, should 
remind themselves of, and help the younger 
generation who were not old enough at the 
time of the war to understand, some of the 
facts of the wac which had been glossed 
over or misrepresented. To-day, even, in 
post-war literature and in films they saw 
were depreciated and even vilified soldiers 
who had fought in the Great War. These 
men had been represented as brutal, bestial 
creatures, drunken, <odden, and irreligious. 

He would like to join his protest against 
these sordid and whollydistorted pictures of the 
British soldier in the war. He could tell 
them from his own experience of scores of 
communicants, kneeling in the snow, in the 
wet, or on hard stcnes to receive the Sacra- 
ment of the Body and Blood of their Lord. 
He could tell them of Services held in all 
sorts of places, atteaded by soldiers during 
the Great War. 

SERVICE AND SACRIFICE. 

Of course, all the men were not saints, any 
moie than were those at home. There were 
rovral failures; but he must say that in his 
experience, thank God, these were excep- 
tions, and not the rule, and let them not 
forget, but thank God for the wonderful 
snirjt of service and sacrifice displayed by 
men and women in the Great War. In spite 
of what any so-called war books might say, 
they must never forget the heroism and 
devotion to duty, even if it led to death, of 

behalf of those at home—the 
women and children of our land. Those men 
fulfilled in an astonishing degree the con- 
ditions which Our Lord laid down as 
essential for admission into His Kingdom. 

They had to thank God that out of the 
Great War had come the League of Nations. 
whose chief object was to abolish war and 
have disputes between nations determined by 
conciliation and arbitration. It had been said 
that Christianity was not practicable in inter- 
national affairs. Surely Christianity was the 
one thing that was practicable; but it had 
not been tried, Én through the inspira- 
tion oí the Leagué of Nations. Surely the 
creation of the League of Nations was a 
sign that Christianity was the only thing 
that would establish permanent peace.

MASS AND SERMON. 


About 1.500 ex-Service men attended a 
Memorial Service held in the Pro-Cathedral, 
Marlborough street, Dublin, at 11 o'clock 
yesterday forenoon. In addition to the large 
number of ex-soldiers present there was a big 
aitendance of relatives of deceased soldiers 
and sailors..

SERVICE. 


sg “8 Remembrance Day Services were 
held in various churches in Belfast and its 
neighbourhood yesterday, and drew crowded 
congregations. The Prime Minister, 
Viscount Craigavon, with members of the 
Cabinet, the Lord Mayor of Belfast, Sir 
Wilham Coates, and members of the City 
Council, attended a joint Commemoration 
Service.m the Assembly Hall. The building 
was crowded to its utmost capacity, 
prominent among the congregation being ex- 
Service men, detachments of the British 
Legion, V.A.D.’s and Red Cross nurses. 
The Service was most impressive. 

The Moderator of the General Assembly 
(the Right Rev. Dr. Edward Clarke) was 
unable to be present owing to sudden in- 
disposition. The Rev. Robert Kelso, 
Honorary Chaplain to the Forces, was the 
preacher. Buglers of the Royal Inniskilling 
Fusiliers sounded “The Last Post’’ and 
the Réveille. 

The Bishop of Killaloe was the preacher at 
the Service in Belfast Cathedral, where the 
Queen’s Island Band assisted in the music. 
In his sermon he said that there were 
ten thousand wounded men still in hospital, 
and, although it was twelve years since the 
war had ended, many of them were there for 
the rest of their lives, and they represented 
a solemn lesson to the Christian world. 

What really gripped the ordinary man in 
the street was this: that whatever shattered 
men ard made them invalids was too awful 
to contemplate, and the civilised world was 
crying out, “This dreadful thing must never 
be again.” Invalid chairs and sightless eyes 
made a stronger appeal than all the pro- 
grammes and protocols of statesmen. 
prayed that they might never forget the debt 
they owed to a men. 

The Governor of Northern Ireland (the 
Duke of Abercorn) was present at the open- 
ing of the Ballyclare (Co. Antrim) War 
Memorial Park, and unveiled the Cenotaph 
that has been erected there.

DEMANDS OF KERRY 


MEETING. _ 

Mr. P. J. Fleming, Killarney, presided at 
a meeting of teachers from all parts of Kerry, 
which was held in Tralee last Saturday. 
Let them insist, he said, on larger salaries 
for their teachers, and then they could be 
sure of getting the best talent for the educa- 
tion of their children.

& That, as a considerable number of assist- 
ants and junior assistant mistresses, particu- 
larly in the Gaeltacht, have recently lost 
their, positions owing to a decline in 
‘average, we believe that the time has 
arrived when the Government should accept 
the position that, having called teachers into 
being, they sheuld retain those teachers in 
any position to which they have been 
appointed, even though the ‘ average’ does 
not warrant their retention, until they pro- 
vide them with alternative employment.’

The Imperial Conference. 


The Imperial Conference, after nearly 
six weeks of detailed discussion, is nearing 
the end of its labours. Virtually all the 
constitutional issues, with the exception of 
the problem of Privy Council appeals, have 
been arranged, and the way is almost clear 
for the final consideration of the economic 
problem. Canada’s. Premier, at the begin- 
ning of the Conference, made a definite 
offer to Great Britain, and was supported 
in that offer by all the other Dominion 
representatives. He advanced a specific 
case for purposes of bargaining, but the 
gist of his proposal was that the Dominions 
were ready to increase their preferences in 
favour of British manufactures in return 
for enhanced advantages for their primary 
products in the home markets, In short; 
Mr. Bennett called for closer co-operation 
between the several units of the Empire— 
an ideal which, for its fulfilment, demands 
the imposition of food taxes by the British 
Government. Canada wishes to sell her 
large surplus of wheat ; Australia has fruit 
and wool in abundance; South Africa is 
anxioug to increase her sale of tobacco, 


Irish Free State are interested mainly in 
the profitable disposal of dairy produce. 
All these Dominions are prepared to ex- 
tend their purchases of Britain’s manu- 
factures, but they will do nothing to help 
Great Britain unless she is prepared to 
help them. 

The present Government, of England is 
bound hand and foot to the principles of 
free trade. British Labour is obsessed by 
Cobdenite inhibitions, and the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, who is the ablest and 
most forceful personality in the Cabinet, 
will not hear of any proposal to tax food 
or raw materials. We may assume, there. 
fore, that Mr. Bennett’s original plan—the 
adoption of a tariff by Britain against 
foreign produce—has no chance of success 
during the lifetime of Mr. Macdonald's 
Government. Mr. Stanley Baldwin, 
on the other hand, has pledged 
the Conservative Party to acceptance of 
the proposal in principle, and, as all the 
portents indicate that the Socialists will 
‘be defeated at the next general election, 
the Bennett plan, either as it stands or in 
a modified form, may become a matter of 
practical politics during the next few 
years. In the meanwhile, Mr. Mac: 
donald’s Cabinet realises that the failure 
of the Imperial Conference to meet the 
Dominions’ wishes in any way would be a 
disaster; and, in spite of Mr. Snowden, 
it is making earnest efforts to find 
an alternative to the Bennett scheme. Can 
the sale of Dominion produce in the 
United Kingdom be increased without the 
imposition of tarifis? Britain’s economic 
experts have been occupied busily in the 
examination of this problem, and an 
answer may have been found in the shape 
of the quota. 

Although the reports of the Graham 
Committee have not yet béen approved 
by the heads of delegations, it is probable 
that the principle of a quota for wheat 
has been recommended. The idea is that 
Britain’s imports of wheat shall contain 
a certain minimum percentage of supplies 
from imperial sources. Under this scheme 
prices would be governed by world condi- 
tions, and no attempt would be made to 
apportion the quota among the wheat- 
growing Dominions. If ‘the plan is 
adopted, Canada and Australia will have 
a guaranteed market for a certain quantity 
of their grain, and, while they will not 
derive the benefits that they had expected 
from the Bennett plan, their omic 
position will be improved. If C and 
Australia obtain this concession, the other 
Dominions cannot be. ignored. South 
Africa desires preference for her canned 
and fresh fruits; New Zealand and the 
Irish Free State are concerned with the 
sale of their agricultural ;zoduce, It is 
possible, therefore, that. some form of 
quota system may emerge from the 
Imperial Conference, giving something to

Mr. Anstey’s 
resolution probably will come up again for 
consideration on Thursday, and it is not 
too much to say that its uncertain fate will 
make or mar Australian credit for a 
generation. The extremists, notably Mr. 
Graves, the leader of the New South Wales 
Labour Party, in their anxiety to secure 
its passage, wish to take disciplinary 
action against any of their members in the 
Cabinet who may vote against it. On 
the other side, Mr. Scullin, Mr. Lyons 
and others are determined that Australian 
credit shall not become a thing of 
scorn. Some three months ago the 
Australian -Premiers accepted Sir Otto 
Niemeyer’s prescription for the Common- 
wealth’s fiscal disease, and agreed that 
State budgets must be balanced. Much 
backsliding has occurred—conspicuously 
in New South Wales, where Mr. Lang, the 
new Prime Minister, is a very uncertain 
quantity—but, generally, the Premiers’ 
agreement is recognised as a desideratum, 
even if the efforts to achieve it are trifling. 
“The public need have no doubt,” said 
Mr. Scullin yesterday, “ of the Govern- 
ment’s determination to meet its obliga- 
tions.’’ No one doubts that the issue, if it 
rested with Mr. Scullin, would have a 
reputable ending. It is Mr. Scullin’s power, 
reinforced by Mr. Lyons and Mr. Fenton, 
to carry the day which may be questioned. 
A view exists that the problem may be 
deferred till Mr. Scullin’s return, but 
Australia’s condition scarcely admits of 
such delay,

Rugby in France. 


Trish sportsmen will view the crisis 
which has arisen in French Rugby foot- 
b~"l circles with mixed feelings. Recalling 
the gallant display that France made in 
last season’s international matches, they 
will lament that dissension bids fair to 
undo the progress achieved through years 
of dogged persistence ; but they will rejoice 
that a definite effort is being made to 
purge French Rugby of the abuses from 
which it is by no means free. The 
situation is complicated, but in essentials 
it is as follows:—A powerful body of 
clubs—most of which are from the 
southern departments of France—has 
broken away from the parent Fédération 
Francaise de Rugby, and intends to carry 
through a tournament of its own. The 
seceders’ action is the result of long dis- 
satisfaction with the conduct of Rugby 
football in France, They resent the 
inordinately complicated system of com- 
petition for the national championship, to 
which they attribyte a number of inci- 
dental abuses—in particular, the brutality 
that has characterised the game on many 
French fields. Last year a scheme of re- 
form was submitted to the Fédération, 
and, on its rejection, six clubs withdrew 
from the competition; later, six more 
clubs joined them, and an independent 
Tournoi des Douze was founded. Although 
the Fédération. authorised the step, it 
seems to have put many difficulties in the 
way of the twelve, who now have deter- 
mined on complete independence of the 
parent body. The immediate result is 
that none of the @ ceding clubs will be 
able to meet Bri teams; and, in all 
probability, their members will not 
be .offered international caps, although 
‘they include imany of France’s finest 
players, who have appeared more than 
once at Lansdowne road and Ravenhill. 
Dissension in sport generally is deplorable, 
and we -hope that the schism will not 
endure. The Fédération. ought to realise 
that the seceding clubs have acted in the 
best interests of French Rugby, and ought 
to give belated consideration to their bill 
of wrongs.

MANY MEN IN SEMI- 


STARVATION. 

An appeal, signed by the Duke of Port- 
land, President ; the Marquis of Salisbury, 
Chairman; Colonel John Gretton, M.P., 
Vice-Chairman; the Marchioness of 
Dufferin and Ava, Chairman Ladies’ Com- 
mittee ; Lady Somerset, Lord Methuen,

These promises have 
remained largely unfulfilled ; there is no 
likelihood of their being redeemed in the 
future; and ithe present poverty and dis- 
tress of the ex-Service men are really 
deplorable. 

he special appeal is made to enable the 
Association to veal with the numerous 
applications received daily, which do not 
come within the scope of the work carried 
out by the British Legion and other charit- 
able organisations. ‘‘ At this time, when 
our thoughts are turned to Armistice Day, 
we cannot but think that if the true con- 
dition of these men could be realised by the 
people of this country, they would at once 
respond and give liberally to relieve the 
distress.

The Prime Minister and Mr. Snowden 
both saw the need to deny the repdrts 
that they were divid by grave 
differences, and that Mr. Snowden was 
resigning his as Chancellor of the 
Sabon’. ew people attached any 
importance to the latter story; for, if 
Mr. Snowden decided to resign, in al! 
robability his action would méan the 
ownfall of the Government, and no 
Labour Minister is anxious to bring about 
such a result. That there are difficulties 
attendant on the question of free trade 
has been apparent for weeks past, 
but the suggestion that they have grown 
suddenly so tremendous as to cause 
a Cabinet crisis in a day or so 


is not regarded in political circles as a. 


reasonable supposition. Resignations are 
not to the taste of Labour Ministers 
generally, and much greater importance 
may .be attached to the statement made 
by Mr. J. H. Thomas yesterday, when, 
speaking to a Canadian Minister over the 
telephone, he remarked that he would 
be in office for a long time to come, since 
the other parties could not put him out. 


Omens. 


Mr. Philip Snowden’s position, how- 
ever, is not what it was; for there can be 
no question that a great change of opinion 
is taking place among the rank and file 
of the Labour Party which directly 
threatens the continuance of his politica! 
creed. During the past week Shipley -has 

rovided an object lesson which. cannot 

‘without its effect on .other manu- 
facturing districts, and the. distinct 
possibility of a change causes no small 
perturbation among .Labour . members 
holding seats. in such neighbourhoods. 
Safeguarding. has been such an _ out- 
standing success in the motor world that 
the news has spread throughout industry, 
and may .conduce to further gains if 
opportunity serves. Shipley may be only 
a tiny wave of a flowing tide, but it 
heralds far greater movement in the 
future. That Mr. Snowden. will remain 
in office, to be swept away by such a 
tide, is scarcely possible; but there is a 
chance that he may give way to ‘circum- 
stances, and consent to occupy another 
office. : 


Electoral Reform. 


The Prime’ Minister will be asked during 
the question hour in the House of Commons 
to-morrow whether any decision has been 
taken about the date when the measure 
of electoral reform will be submitted to 
the House, and whether the reform will 
embrace proportional representation or 
the alternative vote. It is unlikely that 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald will be able to 
give Sir George Penny, the questioner, a 
definite reply, because he himself has not 
been able to come to a conclusion in regard 
to this measure, which was promised in 
the Speech from the Throne. It is still 
the subject of negotiation with the 
Liberals, though the conversations are 
somewhat tenuous and errtatic. The 
Liberals are by no means hopeful] that 
any measure of electoral reform will be 
passed during the present Parliament, 
unless there is a very great change in the 
situation. 


Armistice Day. 


During the past few days, almost as if 
in answer to the suggestion that Armistice 
Day is beinj worn a little threadbare, I 
have noticed a steady increase in the 
number of floral trophies placed at the 
base of the Cenotaph, and to-day the 
wreaths were numerous and beautiful, 
making a pile several feet high. In a 
number of suburban districts Armistice 
Day was anticipated this morning by open- 
air Services, and it is —- that the 
attendance appeared to eyen larget 
than it had been on past occasions. _ The 
inference safely may be drawn that the 
ereatest’ of ál] celebrations’ on Tuesday— 
that at the Cenotaph—will be as: 1m- 
pressive as it usually is, and, perhaps, 
more so, though much must depend upon 
the weather. The news that the King will 
be present, unless the weather is very 
bad, is appreciated greatly. The Queen, 
the Queen of Spain and the Roval 
Princesses will occupy windows in the 
buildings of the Colonial Office, while the 
Indian Princes, with the Dominion Prime 
Ministers, will be placed near the person 
of the Sovereign. 


A Lifeboat for Howth. 


The motor lifeboat Ladv -Kylsant, built 
by the Royal National Lifeboat Institu- 
tion last year, and presented by the Royal 
Mail Steam Packet Company and the 
Union Castle Mail Steamship Company 
in response to the Prince of Wates’s 
appeal to shipping companies, left Wey- 
mouth yesterday for Ireland. She now has 
been replaced at Weymouth by a larger 


}motor lifeboat, and will be stationed at 
‘Howth, manned by a local crew under the 


command of Lievtenant-Commander J. M. 
Upton, R.N.R., Inspector of Lifeboats. for 
Ireland. On her way she will call at 
Brixham, Penzance, Padstow, Angie and 
Rosslare. The Lady Kylsant is a Watson 
lifeboat, 40 feet 6 inches long, with six 
water-tight compartments and 160 air 
cases. Driven by a fifty horse-power 
engine, which gives a speed of seven 
and. three-quarter knots, she can travel 
114 miles at full speed without. 
refuelling, has a searchlight and _ line- 
throwing gun, and can take fifty people on 
board in rough weather. The ' Howth 
Station was established in 1862. and has a 
record of ninety-six lives rescued from ship- 
wreck and eight medals awarded for 
gallantry. Up to the present it has had a 
pulling and sailing lifeboat. Ireland has 
now twelve motor lifeboats in its fleet of 
twenty-three boats. The Howth pulling 
and sailing lifeboat will be transferred to 
New Brighton, on the Mersey, as soon as 
the Lady Kylsant arrives. 


The New. Year. 


The International Fixed Calendar 
League has been formed to secure the 
general adoption of a thirteen-month 
year in 1934, and’a conference called by 
the League of Nations will meet next 
October to consider the scheme.  Accord- 
ing to the proposal, every month would con- 
sist of twenty-eight days, but there would 
be an additional day between June and 
July, which would be an international day 
of rest ; and the Jast day of the year would 
be observed in a similar fashion. Christmas 
Day always would fall on a Monday, but 
what the superstitious would consider an 
unfavourable arrangement is that every 
thirteenth day of the month falls on a 
Friday. 


Spanish Art Treasures. 


In accordance with the example of Italy, 
arrangements are being made in Spain for 
a vast national inventory which may in- 
clude every valuable picture, sacred vessel 
or work of art, of whatsoever kind, in the 
country, whether owned by the State, the 
Church or private individuals. It is hoped 
thus to achieve the maximum effect of a 
royal decree regulating the export of 
Spanish art treasures to foreign countries.

‘THE TREATIES OF PEACE. 


The problems that are as certain as 
anything in-human calculation to come up 
for consideration within: the next four 
years are, adds The Times, those con- 
nected with the revision of the treaties of 
peace, which has become part of the 
deliberate policy of Germany, «nd akin to 
them there is also the question of dis- 
armament, to which some -attention has 
already been paid by the Conference. But 
the implications of this" problem aré at 
least as important and as difficult as the 
problem itself, and they are themselves 
closely bound up with the dominant ques- 
tion of revision.- “ Revision of ‘the 
treaties ’’ means many different things to 
different countries, but to Germany and to 
France it means primarily a revision of 
the disarmament clauses, which keep the 
armed forces of the Reich down to the low 
level imposed at Versailles. 

Participation in. the affairs of Europe 
being inevitable, the immediate problem 
is to co-ordinate imperial interests with 
effective ‘action in a sphere which may 
not equally concern the different units of 
our Commonwealth. The principle laid 
‘dawn in the last Conference, that no 
Government could commit another of His 
Majesty’s Governments’ without its con- 
sent, has been reaffirmed during the 
present meeting, and it is also agreed that 
the negotiating Government. should keep 
itself as fully informed as possible of the 
views of the others. 


THE EXAMPLE OF LOCARNGO. 


That is, no doubt, the most satisfactory 

basis on which imperial negotiations can at 
present be conducted, and the example of 
Locarno, to which the Dominions are not 
committed, indicates the lines on which in- 
dependent action in Europe may be effec- 
tive and wholesome... But Locarno was the 
result of. very -prolonged negotiations, 
during which there was plenty of time for 
consultation with the distant Dominiens, 
and it is possible that jn the future, as 
many times in the past, swilt decision and 
immediate action: may be the best instru- 
ments for the maintenance of peace. Mere 
violent action suddenly improvised at the 
eleventh hour will not prevent war, as the 
Prince of Wales: wisely observed in his 
speech to the League ot Nations Union a 
short whrie ago. 

Constant vigilance, the diffusion of in- 
formation ad a‘ clear understanding as to 
responsibility within the Commonwealth 
are the necessary means, if British foreign 
policy is to attain its ends. 


BISHOP LANGLEY. 


..DEATH IN MELBOURNE.

Untill. the age of 37 he was engaged in 
business, Yesigning his position at the 
Newcastle branch of the Bank of <Aus- 
tralasia on: his ordination in 1873.

Wales, in 1895, and for five years before 
his appointment as Bishop of Bendigo 
in 1907, was Canon of St. Andrew’s 
Cathedral, Sydney. He married in 1866, 
Louisa Carruthers, daughter of Mr. J. 
H. Keys, of Muswellbrook, New South 
Wales, and leaves three sons and three 
daughters.

the recommendation of the newly-formed body 
should be communicated to the Publishers’ 
Association of Great Britain and Ireland. 

Under the heading Professional Education 
the Secretary stated that the committee 
appointed by the Executive Board, with 
instructions to report on the question of the 
provision of courses in library training under 
the auspices of the Association, had recom- 
mended the institution of correspondence 
courses in library training, to be carried out 
under the auspices of the Association. They 
further recommended the establishment of an 
examining board, under the Association, to 
conduct examinations and to grant certificates 
of proficiency to successful students. 

A CORRESPONDENCE COURSE. 

When the Secretary’s report came up for 
consideration, Mr. S. J. Maguire took excep- 
tion to the recommendation from the Execu- 
tive Committee to institute correspondence 
courses in library training. He could not 
understand why the Association should re- 
quire an examining board when there were 
already in existence two bodies carrying on 
that’ work, one of these being the National 
University of Ireland. He moved that that 
portion of the report be deleted. 

Mr. T. Gay, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee, said that the recommendation was 
made at the request of members of the 
Association to have something done for 
members in the country who were unable to 
attend a university course.

Srg,—From time to time there are bai 
and statements that spurious poppies are 
imported for sale in the streets at Armistice- 
tide to the detriment of Haig’s Fund. The 
appeal department of the British Legion have 
made every inquiry possible, and, while find- 
ing no definite confirmation of the rumours, 
feel it necessary to again issue a most urgent 
warning to the public, to beg them to make 
absolutely certain that the poppy they buy 
either on Remembrance Day in the streets, 
or in wreaths for remembrance, have the 
special black metal centre, bearing the 
words “Haig’s Fund” in the larger 
poppies and the letters “H.F.” in the 
smaller ones. These poppies are the 
work of badly disabled -ex-Service men. 
There are 270 of them employed at the 
British Legion. factory at Richmond, and in 
preparation for Remembrance Day 40,000,000 
poppies have been made in addition to up. 
wards of 25,000 wreaths. The wreaths made 
by the disabled ex-Service men form a 
pleasing token of remembrance, and the 
public are asked to look particularly for the 
metal’ centre in poppies used in the make-up 
of the wreaths they purchase. The meta! 
centre embossed “‘ Haig’s Fund” or “H.F.” 
In @ poppy 1s a registered design and is easil 
distinguished. : a . 

Every precaution is taken to safeguard the 
public, and provision is made that only duly 
authorised persons sell the registered poppies 
on Remembrance Day, The seller on behalf 
of Haig’s Fund has an official badge and 
collecting box. The badge and the labels on 
the collecting boxes are of a different colour 
every year, and this colour is not made known 
unt two days before Remembrance Day. 
The. colour this year is red and black print- 
ing on a white ground. Every collecting box 
bears the signature of the Organising Secre- 
tary, with a serial number; this number a 


dépét organiser records when a box is issued | 


or returned, The official badge also bears a 
number and other particulars which are also 
recorded when issued, 

The funds collected as a result of the sale 
of Haig Fund poppies and poppy wreaths 
benefit ex-Service men in distress, their 
families and dependents, and are administered 
by the British Legion. Very full audited 
accounts are published every year, showing 
how the money is spent, and reference to 
these has already, appeared in your columns. 
£598,000 was collected on Remembrance Day, 
1929, when 37,000,000, poppies were disposed 
of. The need is greater to-day, and, with a 
larger amount subscribed, much more can be 
done for those who served and now suffer. 
Donations will be gratefully received and 
duly acknowledged; they may be sent to 
local Poppy Day committees or direct to me.

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PUMICE CONCRETE. 


— —}- — 

Pumice concrete is simply conerete in which 
pumice is used as aggregate. It is more ex- 
pensive than clinker concrete, because the 
pumice has to be shipped to this country 
from the Centiment, chiefly Germany and 
Italy, where deposits are’ found. The mate- 
rial is generally found and worked in the 
same way as an ordinary gravel pit. In some 
quarries the maximum size of the pieces 1s 
half an inch or less, while in others it is 
in larger pieces and has to be crushed to a 
suitable size. Pumice is a celluiar ‘material, 
and, thas has natural insulating preperties 
which are materially enhanced when it 1s 
made up as concrete without ‘“‘ fimes,”” and 
thus forms. part of a mass containing a con- 
siderable proportion of voids. A mee of one 
part of pumice to six parts of Portland 
cement is usual. The resulting material is 
lighter in. colour than clinker, it is light in 
weight, and its resistance to moisture, sound 
and heat and cold is greater than that of 
clinker concrete. There 1s no risk of the pre- 
sence of sulphur or combustible material, be- 
cause pumice is of voleanic origin. Pre-cast 
pumice slabs may be used for all purposes 
for which clinker slabs are generally used, 
and due to the complete absence of sulphur 
and unburnt matter pumice concrete would 
probably be quite satisfactory as a covering 
for. steel, providing it is graded and placed 
so as to be waternptoof. 


SAWDUST CONCRETE. 
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Concrete in which sawdust is used as aggre 
gate has been marketed in England for some 
years, chiefly in the form af pre-cast units, 
such as.blocks, slabs, tiles, quarries, etc. 
The problem in the use of sawdust as a con- 
erete aggregate is to overcome the expansion 
of the material when it is wetted and shrink- 
age when it dries out, which would inevitably 
cause the concrete to crack as its volume ‘was 
reduced during the curmg and drying period. 
Another difficulty is the inflammable nature 
of sawdust. In the case of the proprietary 
articles 1eferred to the methods of overcoming 
these difficulties are covered by patents. 
Some recent experimental werk, however, has 
shown that satisfactory results are obtained if 
calcium chloride is mixed with the gauging 
water. The sawdust (ordinary sawmill dust 
from deals) was first dried and mixed with 
Portland cement in the proportion by weight 
of three parts of cement to one of sawdust. 
Water was added until a very plastic, or 
“ mushy,’ mix was obtained: approximately 
95 gallons of water were used to each cubic 
fcot of cement content, after adding to the 
water llb. of calcium chloride per gallon of 
water. Sawdust concrete building units made 
in this way show no tendency to crack. The 
material weighs about 70lb. per cubic foot (or 
about half as much as gravel concrete), and 
may be remiorced if desired. 


CELLULAR CONCRETE. 
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The term cellular has become particularly 
connected with cement that is “ expanded ” 
by the use of chemicals. The idea is to mix 
with the cement, at the time it is used, a 
chemical that causes it to *‘ bubble” or be- 
come honeycombed with air pockets, ‘The 
wocesses are patented, but it is known that 
bhuáeaiiinai metallic aluminium and sinc are 
among the materials used. These materials re- 
act with the lime in the cement, and form 
hydrogen. The gas causes the cement to ex- 
pand to several times its own bulk, the i 
creased volume being represented by voids 
containing hydrogen. The increase in volume 
can be controlled, and concrete produced 
weighing as little as 161b. per cubic foot. 
This material may be pre-cast in slabs ©! 
laced between shuttering. It has been used 
or partition walis and and for casing 
steelwork, but it seems to have made greatest 
progress in the insulation of heat and cald, 
such as covering hot-water pipes and re 
frigerating chambers.

CONCERT. 


FAMOUS CONTINENTAL 
PIANIST IN BELFAST. 


— 


The first of a series of orchestral concerts 
arranged by the Belfast Y.M.C.A., in co- 
operation with the British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration, was held in the Wellington Hall 
on Saturday night, in the presence of a large 
and enthusiastic audience. 

The orchestra, which was under the direc- 
tion of Mr. E. Godfrey Brown, opened the 
programme with a superb rendering of the 
overture to “ Tannhauser’’ (Wagner), The 
soft beauty of the Pilgrime’ Chorus theme 
made a strong appeal, and the magnificent 
climax towards the end, when the chorus is 
once more heard, conveyed through the noble 
tone of the trombones, and accompanied by 
brilliant figures for the violins, was very 
thrilling. The Ballet Suite, Op. 8, by W. 
Pogojeff, was of lighter material, but graceful 
in melody and rich in orchestration, and the 
various movements were well contrasted. 
There was charm in the three movements 
from Tschaikowsky’s ‘‘Casse Noisette”’ 
(Nut-Cracker), and the playing of Mendels- 
sohn’s “ Spring Song ” and “Bees' Wedding,” 
together with a selection from ‘‘ The Yeomen 
of the Guard ” (Sullivan), was much enjoyed. 
An additional number, “The March of the 
Dwarfs,’’ from Greig’s “ Lyric Suite,” with 
its quaint humour, was delightfully rendered 
and was cordially applauded. 

The principal number was _ Beethoven’s 
Concerto No. 4 in G Major, Op. 58, for 
pianoforte and orchestra. Miss Johanne 
Stockmarr, the well-known pianist from Den- 
mark, played the solo part. She has remark- 
ably fine technique, displaying a thorough 
command of the keyboard, and the florid 
passages and flashing clusters of ascending 
and descending notes were expressed with 
brilliance, while there was extreme delicacy 
in the softer periods. The pianoforte music 
flowed along like a sparkling silver stream, 
supported by. an orchestral part distinguished 
for its fine texture and varied colour, Even 
although the ensemble was a little ragged 
occasionally, the performance was a notable 
one, and the solo artist and orchestra got 
an ovation. Miss Stockmarr also _ played 
pianoforte solos, and had to respond to a 
well-merited encore. - 

The vocalist was Miss May Campbell, a 
somewhat light-toned soprano, with a beauti- 
ful quality of voice. She gave much pleasure 
by her refined rendering of “O come my 
heart’s delight”? from ‘‘ Figaro’? (Mozart) 
and an aria, “O, yes, ’tis so,” from “‘Phebe 
and Pan,” by Bach. Both had orchestral 
accompaniment, and sometimes the voice was 
overshadowed. She also sang a group of 
songs with pianoforte accompaniment, and 
was again successful, having to respond to a 
clamant recall.

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CIVILISATION AND 
THE JEW. 


LECTURE IN DUBLIN, 


At the opening meeting of the third session 
of the Lev-Zion (affiliated association of the 
Young Zionist Societies, Britain, Northern 
Ireland and the Free State), held in the 
Greenville Hall, Dolphin’s Barn, Dublin, last 
night, an interesting address on the “ Jewish 
Contribution to Civilisation ” was delivered 
by Mr. Edward M.° Isaacson, Dr. Bethel 
Solomons presided. 

THE. ADDRESS. 

In the course of his address Mr. Isaacson 
said that the Jewish mind was the product 
of an age-long process of careful development, 
stimulated by ceaseless conflicts and steeled 
and tempered by the fires of persecution and 
by the cruelty of injustice and repression. 
Not alone, he said, did the Jews, through 
the medium of the Bible, give to civilisation 
its foundation, but, by their very presence 
and existence, present to the whole world 
the stabilising influence and most vital force 
that civilisation possessed—religion; for the 
Jews in themselves were the embodiment of 
the spiritual force by which the human race 
had manifested its impulse to protect itself. 
It was to the Jew that mankind owed one 
of the prime forces which had produced 
civilisation out of savagery. ' 

In Germany the Jewish share in the deve- 
lopment of national literature had been more 
extensive than in any other country, and their 
efforts had enhanced the reputation of what 
has proved to be a forgetful and ungrateful 
country, 

The Bible, beyond doubt, had played an 
immortal part, and had been one of the 
Esaisn and most powerful factors in the 
ashioning of civilisation. (Applause.) 

THE VOTE OF THANKS. 

Proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. Isaac- 
son for his address, Mr. Albert Wood, K.C., 
said that, notwithstanding the past of the 
Jew, his present represented, not only a 
great struggle, but a great capacity for 
endurance. Wherever, said Mr. Wood, amidst 
applause, the Jew has been persecuted, it has 
not been in Ireland. | 

Having referred to the growing achieve- 
ments of the Jews in the different spheres of 
industrial and financial activities, he said 
that jt seemed to him the mentality of the 
Jews was that no matter what the struggle of 
the past, they stood as a race to perpetuate 
their ideals,, and that they did not live for 
revenge, but for the amelioration of all. 
(Applause.) 

Seconding,: Professor W. J. E. Jessop, 
M.B., M.Sc.,: congratulated Mr. Isaacson on 
his interesting and instructive address.. He 
thought however, that Mr. Isaacson had not 
we full credit to the foreign countries who 
iad given the great modern Jews their 
education. He thought that their Chairman 
would acknowledge his gratitude for his 
success to the world-famed Dublin School 
of Medicine, of which he had become such 
an ornament, (Applause.) -
